Caldwell began hold-up work on July 4 
and had achieved an unusual series of rob-

Caldwell ran from behind the bar and out 
of the door into the street. 

Less than a minute before the shooting 
Charles T. Snedecker, employed by the 
Kelly Handle Bar company, 79 Lake street, 
had started to enter the place and stopped 
at the entrance. He heard the two shots fired 
in quick succession and heard the wounded 
barkeeper call out, but before he could re- 
cover from the shock of the surprise Cald- 
well dashed past him and was out of sight. 
Fish staggered out through the little wooden

Mangel immediately started on a run for 
South Water street to head him off, rightly 
calculating he would try to escape across the 
river. Mangel reached Dearborn and South 
Water streets in time to see Caldwell dash 
up the incline to the Dearborn street bridge.

standing on the corner talking to Sergeant 


Cuthbert of the Pinkerton patrol, Mangel 


caught him by the arm and cried* 

Catch that man; catch him! He has just 
shot a man!“ 

Both thegofflcers gave chase and quickly 
overhauled the fugitive. He was taken back 
to the saloon, and on the way admitted that 
he went, inj there for the purpose of holding 
up the place, but declared he had no intention 


of committing murder. 


Fish was sitting behind the cigar case 
breathing with difficulty when the officers 
entered with their prisoner. He identified 
Caldwell as the man who did the shooting, 


and the latter expressed regret at being 


compelled to use his revolver.

Confesses to Other Crimes. 

When Caldwell was taken to the Central 
Station his description was taken by Licu- 
tenant George Perry of the Detective bureau, 
and it tallied so closely with that of thelone 
man who held up the Kinzie Pharmacy that 
he was at once charged with that piece of 
work. After a clése questioning he admit- 
ted the crime, and likewise confessed to the 


other holdups listed-in the foregoing. 


Caldwell throughout the ordeal of the 
confession appeared as cool and collected 
as if crime of that sort was an everyday 
occurrence. According to his story he was 
employed by Lord, Owen & Co., as a cierk 
until last January. He lost his position, and 
then sought work without success. He says 
he never committed a holdup previous to 
July 4. when he robbed Thompson’s restau- 
rant, and that his attention was attracted 
to that kind of business by the seeming 
lack of protection of all-night restaurants 
at 2 and 3 o'clock in the morning. He was 
go successful in the holdup, and the crime 
attracted so little attention. that he took 
more chances. 

His next holdup was in the Ward restau- 
rant. He said he often passed the restau- 
rant on his way down-town from his home, 
244 North State street, and he noticed it 
was occupied by two women after midnight.

TOLD BY A SOLDIER’S DIARY. 


Private Bestrop’s Record of the Voy- 
age from Santiago to Mon- 
| tauk Point. | 


Camp 1 Montauk Point, L. I., Aug. 
81.—[Special.]—Private A. H. Bestorp, Com- 
pany B., was the only soldier to keep a 
record of t the events of the trip from San- 
tiago Bay to Montauk harbor. His diary is 
as follows: 

* Santiago de Cuba, Wednesday, Aug. 24, 
1898.—Today we are to leave on the Berlin. 
-Orders have been issued to pack up all our 
stuff and roll our blankets. On top of the 
load were crowded the invalids and con- 
valescents who were ynable to make the 
march, and I am sorry to say I was one of 
these. The boys who marched had nothing 
to carry but their rifles and belts, but this 
was more than sufficient, as this hot sun is 
enough to melt them marching ‘one mile. 
The band played Home, Sweet Home,” and 
the tears welled up in every man’s eye. The 
regiment made a fine appearance in their 
new clothing. We on the wagons left before 
the regiment and arrived at the quay some 
time before they hove in sight, wet and tired. 
They were marched into a large open store- 
house, where they stacked arms and had a 
good rest before they were ordered on the 
lighter. This soon transported us to the 
‘Berlin. The loading of knapsacks, provis- 
ions, and water was kept up till 8 o’clock, 
when work was discontinued, to again 
started this (Thursday) morning. All the 
freight was on board by 2 p. m. The Berlin 
immediately weighed anchor and started for 
home with a thousand happy soldiers on 
board. As we got close to the mouth of 
the harbor we saw the sunken Merrimac— 
that is, what appeared of it above water, 
which was about twenty feet of its fore- 
mast, its aft mast having either been shot or 
broken off, and about four feet of its smoke- 


stack. We g adpally left all this behind

Friday, Aug 24.—Last night we hada mis- 
erable time, as, without warning, a barrel of 
sea water came in at the two portholes in 
our squad sections and four of us were thor- 
oughly drenched from head te foot and our 
hammocks were in the same condition. Un- 
fortunately I had no dry change and we were 
¢ompelled to sleep the balance Of the night In 
our wet hammocks. The consequence was 
that I got a touch of rheumatism in my

How Henry Was Trapped. 

When Lieutenant Colonel Henry was sum- 
moned to the residence of the Minister of 
War he found assembled there Colonel Paty 
du Clam, Count Esterhazy, General Bois- 
deffre, General Roget, and M. Cavaignac. 
The Minister of War had the suspected let- 
ter on his desk. He took it up and said to 
Henry: 

“You did not mention the name of the 
agent who furnished this letter. My atten- 
tion has been called to the fact * on the 
docket there is no name.“ 

Colonel Henry beat his korchead and then 
said he had no memory for names and had 
forgotten the name in this case, but he 
would know the man if he saw him. 

It is a pity you have forgotten,“ said M. 
Cavaignac dryly. We think the letter a 
forgery and that you have been duped by a 
clever forger.““ Henry declared his belief 
in its authenticity, but in a faint voice. 


Accused of the Forgery. 

Come,“ said the Minister, no agent 
ever gave it to you. You wrote it in pencil 
to disguise your handwriting the better. 
You are the forger.“ 

The Colonel's speech grew thick, but he 
denied the charge. Then it was repeated, 
and he gave fresh explanations. 

But his tongue began to cleave to the roof 
of his mouth, and it was feared that he 
would have an apoplectic stroke. 

On your honor as a soldier,” said M.

you not, write that letter?“ 

Since you appeal to my soldierly honor, 
it was I who wrote it,” he replied.

M. Cavaignac, however, remained firm, op- 
posing this course on the ground Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Henry’s forgery had not altered 
the case as affecting Dreyfus’ guilt. 

The only result thus far, therefore, is that 
Esterhazy is cashlered and will retire ona

War Minister May Resign. 

It is said that if the Cabihet decides upon 
revision of the Dreyfus case M. Cavaignac, |

The scene of Lieutenant Colonel ‘Heary’s | 
avowal was most painful.

Lieutenant Colonel Henry was a S 
son. He was born in Pouzy, in Marne, in 
1848, and enlisted in a foot regiment as his 
brother's substitute in 1863. He had a good 
military record for bravery and inexorable 
discipline. He was a prisoner of war in 
1870, and was wounded in the Algerian cam- 
paign. He retained much of the rough and 
ready manners of a non-commissioned offi- 
cer. He was lacking in education, spoke no 
foreign languages, and owed his promotion 
primarily to his reputation for wane 
straightforwardness.

| STORY OF THE DREYFUS CASE. 


Many Have Been Drawn Into It ae 


Zola and Others Suffered 
| Conviction. 


The Dreyfus case, which has shaken the 
French nation te its foundations, intensified 
the persecution against the Jewish race 
and resulted first in the conviction of Drey- 
fus, who was sentenced tq life imprisonment 
on Devil’s Island, and later of Zola, has been 
one of sensational and fee develop- 
ments. 

The first act was . trial of Dreyfus 


for betraying secrets of the French army 


to the Germans. When these secrets contin- 
ued to leak out Comte Ferdinand Walsin 
Esterhazy was charged, as an officer of the 
French army, with betraying the informa- 
tion. His resignation was requested in No- 
vember, 1897. Late in 1897 Emile Zola wrote 
letters to the Figaro in which he declared 
that Dreyfus was innocent and denounced 
the anti-Semitic persecution that was being 
carried on. His trial resulted in his being 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment and a 
fine of 3,000 francs on Feb. 3, 1898. 

The conviction of Dreyfus, about whose 
trial the questions have been raised that 
have dragged other men into the affair, was 
a secret one. In 1894 he was charged with 


having sold plans to the German govern- 


ment, and the French secret service watched 
every move he made for some time. They 
obtained the sweepings of the office and all 
papers that they could lay hands on, and the 
government finaly claimed to have secured 
a letter which contained proof of his guilt. 
He was sentenced to life imprisonment on 


Dec. 22, 1894, and has since beem confined. 


on a solitary island, Uving in a cage and 
guarded by armed soldiers. 


Disgraced Before Populace. 


Before he was exiled he was obliged to 
suffer the worst degradation that could fall 
to a French military officer. He was taken 
into an open square in full uniform, and 
there in the sight of the crowd assembled 
was stripped of every mark of office. His 
many friends have protested as loudly as 
they dared that he is exiled not on account 
of his own crimgs, but because he knows 


too much about t ane of others. 
| iscovered that the exile of 


Dreyfus had (not resulted in checking the 
betrayals of F military secrets Count 
Esterhazy. a rich and titled officer of the 
army. was accused of having a part in the 
acts, and his resignation was requegted. 
Colonel Picquart searched his room for pa- 


pers, and there was a protest against this at 
the trial. Count Esterhazy was a Hun- 


garian, and left: France for Germany. Zola 
‘protested against the method of his trial, 


Emile Zola took up the case late in 1897, 


and his trial “speedily followed the state- 
ments he made public, asserting that Drey- 
fus had not been fairly tried or convicted. 
Among the words for which he had ta 


answer before the French courts were these: 
France is no longer France if she can be 
so deceived and driven to mad rage against. 
an unfortunate being who for three years 


has been expiating under atrocious condi- 


tions a crime he never committed. The ex- 
planations of Esterhazy are contemptible.” 


Zola prophesied that troubles would con- 
tinue to arise, for he said it was not the 
people of Paris who were against him but 
paid agitators recruited by Guerin; it was 
the love of the military, the regulations of 
the army, the circumstances of the time that 
led to deceit.

a traitor. He is a Jew. They will secretly 
work to get him out of difficulty by pur- 


chasing men's consciences and involving 


France in an atrocious conspiracy. Large 
sums are passed to strangers by night under 
bridges. Distinguished personages are cor- 
rupted, whose honor of years is dont at 


fancy prices.“ 


He declared that this spirit would oc- 
casion further outbreaks and that when the 
French people saw Dreyfus vindicated and 
made free and when the mysteries came to 
light they would be grateful to him. 

The Zola trial is the latest phase of the 
story, and occupied the opening one 
che present year. 


Zola's Vigorous 


In constant danger from the mobs who 
broke in on the trial, with the sentiments 
of the anti-Semitic element against him, 
and under most violent conditions Zola vig- 
orously defended himself and protested his 
innocence. He was upheld abroad and by 
many of the leading men of his own country 
who were not in sympathy with his perse- 
cutors, but the fact he had revived the Drey- 
fus case and his expressed intention of hay- 
ing the matter investigated to the * were 
against him. 

The anti-Dreyfus meeting on Jan, 17 was 
broken up by the supporters of the exile. 
Mobs ruled the streets and bloody scenes 
were enacted in Paris, where twenty men 


were wounded. At the same time there were 


outbreaks in London and Marseilles. These 
and numerous other riots were used by the 
friends of Zola as arguments to show that 
there were secrets in the case which had 
not been brought to light by the courts. 
Zola's sentence was pronounced on Feb. 


|: 8, and he was placed in prison for a term of 


one year. When the trial had ended Zola 
still protested that the French people would 
sooner or later come to their senses, and as 
he left the courtroom he shouted, “ Viva 
la France.“ 

The wife of Count Esterhazy had been an 
attendant of the trial and Colonel Picquart 
had also been interested in the result, as it 
would affect his connection with the trial 
of Esterhazy. Zola’s conviction put aside 
the questions which had been revived about 
the preceding situations. 

Zola appealed to the Court of Cassat ion 


on account of alleged illegalities in the trial . 


and his sentence was quashed on April 2. 
He was granted a second trial, which was 
of short duration. Esterhazy was again ar- 
rested for forgery. Zola was sentenced once 
more to imprisonment, but fled vee his 
country, an exile, |

I—When the transport 
gheny arrived here today with eight com- 
panies of the Ninth Massachusetts on board 
it was announced that fourteen deaths had 
occurred during thé yoyage from Santiago. 
This unusually large death rate was ex-- 
plained in the statement that the Allegheny. 
was a hospital ship and that it carried all the 
sick men of the Ninth Massachusetts. a 

This explanation was accepted until Health 
Officer Magruder went aboard late in the : 
afternoon. When he came back he wag hot at 
with indignation. : 

A hospital ship!“ he exclaimed; ; that 
boat is a veritable pest ship. It was, bullt 
for a cattle ship, and though it has been 
altered somewhat it is not fit to carry 
healthy troops, to say nothing of men who 
are sick and suffering from the effects ofa 
campaign in the tropics.” 

None of the men on the Al y was 
allowed to land today, so the story of their 
terrible voyage cannot be told yet. It is 
said that the Ninth Massachusetts took on 
board many men from the Santiago hospitals 
whose condition was such that they should . 
never have undertaken the voyage.. Their 
comrades preferred that they should take 
the risk rather than remain in Cuba. Many 
of those who died on the voyage had to be 
carried on board the ship. 

The Allegheny sailed from Santiago Aug. 
24. It was a cattle ship, built by the Cramps 
in 1881. It was chartered by the quarter-

It was too hot to gain comfort or entertain- 
ment out of the racing yesterday afternoon - 
at Harlem. Perhaps a few lucky individuals 
who bet on the long shots that won so fre- 
quently found the weather endurable, but 
the most of the spectators found the sport 
anything but enjoyable.

THE CZARS6 PROPOSITION. 

With the single exception of the ques- 
tions involved in the Spanish-American 
war no subject has excited so keen and 
widespread an interest in political and 
governmental! circles throughout Europe 
as the proposition of the Russjan Czar, 
suggesting a general reduction of the 
military and naval armaments cf the lead- 
ing powers. Coming as a’ distinct sur- 
prise tu most of them, both in the time 
and the manner of its suggestion, as well 
as the source from which it emanated, 
public sentiment: has been a little slow 
in taking form on the subject or in §nd- 
ing a medium for its expression. 

While there has been 4n almost 
unanimons disposition to credit the Czar 
“with candor and sincerity in making the 
proposition, there is a wide diversity of 
opinion, not fo say absolute suspicion, iu 
estimating the motives of his official ad-. 
visers. With few exceptions the tone of 
comment among English newspapers and 
politicians has been of a friendly charac- 
ter, while that of Germany has been 
less so, when not openly skeptical. Evi- 
dently the Kaiser is disposed to await 
some more positive evidence of the full 
significance of the proposition and the 
manner in which it is likely to be re- 
ceived by other governments before giv- 
ing it his unqualified indorsement, in spite 
of the report that he had contemplated 
putting forth something of the same sort. 
during his proposed visit to the Holy 
Land, The expressions of approval from 
Austria are less equivocal, while those 
from government circles in Italy are friend- 
ly, as might be expected under a govern- 
ment which has felt the cost of maintain- 
ing a strong military and naval force for

THE UNWISE TANNER POLICY. 
Governor Tanner seems to be mith irri- 
tated because Republican papers in this 
State are criticising the Secretary of War 
and other high officials for that mismanage- 
ment which has caused so much needless 
sickness and death among the volunteer 
soldiers, and which has so greatly grieved 
and exasperated their parents, relatives, 
and friends. The Governor calls such crit- 
icism playing into the hands of the Dem-

Apparently the Governor would not be 
displeased if he could subject the outspoken 
Republican papers of this State to a strict 
censorship so as to keep them from printing 
news or opinions which do not suit his no- 
tions—often erroneous—of what is good for 
the party. Perhaps he would like to be 
able to lock up editors whose views do not 
coincide wifh his and stop the publication 
of their papers. If he had that autocratic 
power he would use it not merely to sup- 
press all criticism of Alger’s mismanage- 
ment and of the carelessness and ineffleien- 
ey of bureau chiefs and their subordinates, 
which he mistakenly assumes will harm 
the chances of Republican candidates, but 
also to prevent all further censure of the 
obnoxious Allen law, a measure he signed 
for reasons never satisfactorily explained 
by him. 

If the Republican press of this State were 
to act on the Tanner policy and suppress, 
condone, or justify wrong-doing in the War 
department or in the General Assembly, 
then the party would be in real danger this 
fall. If the press and the party leaders at- 
tempted to ignore Alger’s shortcomings the 
volunteers and their friends would make 
known their displeasure at the polls.

The large majority of those identified with 
European governments, either officially or 
otherwise, who are making large profits or 
even comfortable livings out of large stand- 
ing armies and the building of great fleets 
of expensive warships may naturally be 
expected to disapprove of tlf@Czar’s propo- 
sition for reduced armaments in time of 
peace. France is, willing to stand taxation 
to the point of absolute exhaustion in the 
‘hope finally of being able to recover the 
two provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, 
which it took from Germany when 
torn and weakened by internal wars, and 
which France lost again in 1870. The de- 
mand now is for revanche and “ rec-. 
tification of the natural frontier.” 

The motives of all parties to the discus- 
sion are conspicuous and easily accounted 
for, originating in self-interest. - The ques- 
tion of paramount importance is the object 
of the Czar. Is it actually what he states 
it to be in his circular—or, as so widely sus- 
pected, something more with the most im- 
portant consequences concealed? | 

Suppose, for instance, the great Trans- 
siberian railway were completed and in 
operation to Port Arthur, as authorized by 
concessions already obtained from China, 
with branches penetrating into the heart of

BENEFITS OF CHEAP STEEL. 
Fitty-four hundred tons of American 
steel rails are being shipped to Swansea, 
Wales, to be used in the building of a road 
‘near that place. Within a comparatively 
short distance of Swansea are works where 
steel rails were made up to a few years ago 
more cheaply than anywhere else in the 
world. But for the protection of a high 
duty the British manufacturers would have 
undersold their American rivals in this 
‘country, as well as in all neutral markets. 
Today the English steel rail men are under- 
sold in their own home market by the Amer- 
lcan manufacturers. 

The great reduction in the rice of Amer- 
ican steel since 1892 has been of value to 
this country in many ways. The exports of 
iron and steel and their manufactures have 
‘increased in value from nearly 29 million 
dollars to 701-3 millions, or 140 per cent: 
The increase in tonnage has been propor- 
‘tionately much greater. The American 
railroads having been enabled to buy cheap- 
‘er rails and machinery are in a position 
‘where they can reduce freight rates a trifle. 
Thus the wheat growers of the Northwest 
will get the benefit of the cheaper steel in 
other ways than the reduced cost of agricul- 
tural machinery and implements. Cheaper 
steel means cheaper tools for the mechanic 


and cheaper steel construction buildings for 
the investor. j 
The demand for steel and many of its 


great. The mills have orders on hand which 
will keep them busy for months to come. 
The natural, inevitable effect of this de- 
mand is an advance in price. That advance 
will continue until a point has been reached 
where foreign competition becomes more 
effective and the demand for the American 
produet at the higher prices begins to slack- 
en. Then, if competition is given free play, 
prices will begin to sink and the American 
producers will again be selling at the world’s 
lowest price. | 

When prices advance because the demand 
outruns the supply consumers have no right 
to grumble. Matters will correct them- 
selves in due time. But an artificial ad- 
vance in price, not due to natural causes 
but to combinations, trusts, and lawless mo- 
nopolies, is something which the consumers 
have a right to protest against vigorously. 


It is their duty to do so. Increased prices 


due to the elimination of competition last 
about as long as the partners of the robber 
trust can get along without falling into a 
fight over the division of the plunder. 
That steel costs more now than a year ago 
is owing to the lively demand forit. The 
public, understanding that, does not com- 
plain, because the manufacturers are mak- 
ing more money and paying better wages. 
Though the steel and iron business is in 
such. good shape now some of the great 
companies are consolidating and expect to 
take in still other concerns. Overtures to 
join have been made to the American Steel 
and Wire company, which controls 75 per 
cent of the production of wire rods and 
barbed- wire in this country. That com- 
pany, itself the result of consolidation, may 
be willing to go into a yet grander combi- 
nation if it sees an opportunity to run up the 
price of its goods and make farmers pay 
more for their wire fencing. __ 

If this grand scheme of consolidation is 
carried out the temptation will be strong 
to put up prices, though the demand does 
not justify it, or maintain present prices 
after the demand which created them has 
abated. In either event the “ combine” 
will be harmful to foreign trade, to domes- 
tic producers and consumers, and should 
be stamped out. The people will demand 
and get competition, no matter how many 
trusts bar the way. If such combinations 
“eannot be dealt with under existing laws 
then Congress must enact more effective 
measures.

‘Keep the Philippine Islands—Their Re- 
tention Will Make United States 
the Naval Nation of the Earth. 


In a paper on American territorial expan- 
sion, read before the American Association 
for the Advancement of Sclence at Boston, 
W. J. McGee, Vice President of the National 
Geographical society, said: 

It is clear that every territorial accession 
to the United States gave new opportunity 
for growing enterprise, and was soon fol- 
lowed by new industries, new associaticns, 
new lines of thought, all contributing to in- 
creased individual wealth and augmented 
national strength. It is no less clear that 
the character of the territorial accession 
has shaped the character of the consequent 
progress. The Louisiana purchase created 
a demand for navigation of the Mississippi 
and its tributaries, and the finest steam 
packet system in the world was developed. 
The conquest of California created a demand 
for transportation facilities, which was met 
by the development of the American rail- 
way system; and in like manner the pushing 
of population into the arid districts created 
a demand for an irrigation system which 
marks an era in national history. 

“Then a glance from the history of the 
nation to the century’s history of the world 
indicates the force and beneficence of the 
American example; the relations are too 
many for even summary statement; it may 
only be noted that the absorption of Ameri- 
can ideas and the imitation of American 
methods by other peoples and nations prove 
that the progress of this nation is meeting a 
need of the world. : 

**Cautious students presage the future 
from the history of the past, and the Ameri- 
can of today must look to the lessons of 
1803, 1821, and 1845 for indications of results 
to follow the expansion of 1808. The trend 
of these lessons is clear. After a generation 
of concentration, American energy is more 
tense than ever before. American enterprise 
and capital are overflowing in every direc- 
tio. American progress has outstripped 
that of the rest of the world in every line 
save that of oceanic shipping. American 
genius will not be pent, and is bound to dif- 
fuse itself by individual effort, if not by 
national action. Such is the present condi- 
tion of the United States, as demonstrated 
by any fair arrangement of figures—the 
young giant is rending his chains. The 
prospect is definite. Just as the Louisiana 
purchase in 1803 made America a steamboat 
nation, and just as the acquisition of Cali- 
fornia in 1845 made America a railway 
and a telegraph nation, so the acquisition 


of Hawaii and Porto Rico, and, above all, 


the Philippines, in 1808 must Make America 
the naval nation of the earth, for the prob- 
lem born of the accession would be the prob- 
lem of navigation, which needs American 
genius for its final solution, while America 
needs the incentive to strengthen that ele- 
ment in which alone it is weak. The Philip- 
pines are remote, only a fraction so remote 
in time as was California a half century ago, 
yet remote enough to compel the invention 
of devices for shortening time and anni- 
hilating space, and the problem of bringing 
Manila within a fortnight or a week of San 
Francisco is one worthy the genius of the in- 
ventors of the innumerable devices involved 
in steamboating;,\ railroading, and telegraph- 
ing. Given swift vessels, the other prob- 
lems presented by the garden of the East 
are of little consequence save as forecasting 
a new direction for the profitable expendi- 
ture of long-pent energy; the 7,000,000 pas- 
toral natives and taxgathering Spaniards 
are a far less menace to our quadrupled 
population and multiplied power than were 
the savage tribes and resident Mexicans of 
California, while it is the special function of 
the republican form of government to render 
the inhabitants of acquired territory not 
only self-supporting but self-governing. 

The progress of mankind may be meas- 
ured by advance in speed of locomotion. be- 
ginning with fleetness of foot, coming up 
through fleetness of ridden or driven ani- 
mals, and ending with swiftness of locomo- 
tive engines and seagoing craft; and with 
vessels of sufficient swiftness and projectiles 
of sufficient velocity there need be little fear 
of foreign intervention, little occasion for 
maintaining large standing armies or great 
navies; for, if commercial competition be but 
aroused, individual effort.may be trusted to 
develop the devices ulred for national. 
protection. The fact that a quickly ccn-. 
verted merchantman ¢ommahnded by a 
bee or that a hastily armed yacht com- 
manded by a Wainwright can wreck tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and naval theories to- 
gether is full of promise, since it is the nor- 
mal function of a free nation to produce 
Sigsbees and Wainwrights and Deweys, to 
develop swiftness and certainty of action, 
and to meet emergencies as they arise. The 
history of the development of thé nation is 
one of unequaled progress in territorial ac- 
quisition, in normal development of popula- 
tion, and, above all, in development of a 
national character in which individual en- 
terprise and capacity are the most conspic- 
uous traits. There is but a single line in 
which progress has been sluggish, and that 
is the line which must inevitably be 
strengthened ‘through the stirring episodes 
of 1898, and in case the accessions extend to 
far Luzon and Mindanao, America must soon 
lead the world in ocean navigation as in 
other directions, and begin a conquest of the 
sea no less complete and noble than the con- 
quest of the land already wrought. 

„ And more than all else, the territorial 
acquisitions must contribute toward the 
extension of enlightenment, toward the ele- 
vation of humanity, and toward the ulti- 
mate good and welfare of the world.”

WAR REVENUES MUST CONTINUE 


It Will Be Necéssary to Keep Most of 
the Special Taxes in Force Two | 
or Three Years. |

Although the war is at an end it is not the 


intention of the administration to repeal the 
war revenue act for the present. According 
to the best authorities it will be necessary to 
keep the war tax in operution for a period 
of at least two years in order to cover the 
expenses incidental to the war. 

The expenses up to date, as estimated by 
the Treasury department, amount to $300,- 
000,000. his sum will be greatly increased 
before the volunteers are mustered out of 
service, as the government will be oblige to 
pay for each man’s transportation to his 
There will also be a large expendi- 
ture in paying the troops in Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. The war revenue act was 
passed for the sole purpose of providing 
funds for the war, and will hence be con- 
tinued in operation until the War depart- 
ment has paid every debt incurred for rais- 
ing and supporting the huge army of 280,000 
men. 1 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Van- 
derlip says that up to date the daily average 
receipts from this tax have been about $300,- 
000, or about $10,000,000 a month. When the 
bill was framed the members of the Ways 
and Means committee estimated it would 
yield at least $140,000,000 a year. At this. 
rate the act would have to be enforced for a 
period of three years in order that the entire 
war debt be wiped out. It is believed when 
Congress meets there will be some slight 
modifications made in the law as it is now 
in operation. | 7 

Mr. Vanderlip says that in his opinion all 
the clauses of the act which refer to taxes 
on small articles, such as telegraph dis- 
patches, express packages, etc., will be re- 
pealed. These taxes, he said, afforded little 
revenue to the government, and were the 
cause of much annoyance. When the bill 
was originally framed it was the intention 
of the Ways and Means committee that taxes 
of this sort should fall upon the corpora- 
tions. Such has not, however, proved to be 
the case, and the corporations have forced 
their patrons to pay them. 


The main source of revenue from the war 
tax has been derived from beer, whisky, and 
tobacco. Upon these articles the increased 
tax will be retained. At the present time the 
tax on beer is $2 per barrel, yielding to the 
government an annual revenue of about $30,-, 
000,000. As no pecuniary indemnity has been 
demanded by this country from Spain the 
entire debt of the three months’ war will 
have to be paid in taxes by the people of the 
country. It is thought that the revenue de- 
rived from the ports of Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and the Philippines will do much towar 
paying the enormous expenses of the war. |

Yesterday morning Herman L. Choitz, 476 
North Wood street, who has been working 
on the Lawrence avenue intercepting sewer 
and earning $2.50 a day, boarded a North 
avenue car to go to his work and reached- 
the river to find the bridge wide open. 
There were over-a score of people waiting 
for the city ferry to carry them across the 
river, where they could take another car. 

Choitz and others embarked on the ferry, 
which is a large flatboat, and the Captain 
and mate of the boat, who are also the crew, 
started the craft across. 

The boat is operated by a heavy chain, 
which is fastened to each bank and runs over 
the hurricane deck of the boat on small 
wheels. The Captain of the craft stands 
at the bow and pulls the chain, when he 
can get his wind, and the mate perfornts a 
similar service at the stern. | 9 


stream Hard to Navigate. 


The speed of the craft depends on the con- 
sistency of the river at the time the boat 
starts out and the current. When Choits 
started to cross with the working pecple, 
who were all in a hurry, the mire of the 
stream was thicker than usual. THe Captain 
and the mate pulled vigorously, but the cur- 
rent carried the craft down-stream as faras 
the chain would allow. | 

The passengers watched the tar they want- 
ed to catch disappear, and the ferryboat ap- 
parently refused to move. 

A half hour after Cholts was due to begin 
work the boat reached the bank. When he 
reported for work he was to!d by the con- 
tractors, Nash & Dowdle, that he had been 
discharged for being tardy. The fate of the 
other passengers with Choitz has noc been 
learned. 

Since the bridge was swung apen last Fri- 
day for repairs there has been no way of 
getting across the river at that point except 
by the city’s ferry or by paying for a rice in 
an ancient yawl. The city ferry is free, but 
it is scheduled to cross the stream only once 
each half hour, and consumes from five min- 
utes to half an hour, the passengers say, in 
making the trip. 

The nearest bridges are those at Division 
street and Clybourn place, and to reach 
‘either requires a long walk or an extra car 
fare for people who are afraid to trust to the 
ferry. Most of the people who use the bridge 
are too poor to pay in addition to their car 
faré 10 cents a day for being carried across 
in a skiff. 

It may require two more weeks to finish 
the repairs on the bridge, according to the 
men employed there. The foundations and 
turntable will have to be nearly all replaced, 
and during that time the bridge will have to 
be kept raised on jackscrews andi cannot be 
swung. There is no other way of getting 
people across than the ferry. | .

STORM DOES GREAT 
DAMAGE TO THE 
GITY OF SAVANNAH. 


Every One of Its Churches Injured 
and Its Beautiful Trées Broken 


One Life Lost. 


Savannah, Ga., Aug. 31.—[ Special. -A 


storm of unusual intensity developed off. 


the Georgia coast last night in the vicinity 
of Savannah and though its land career was 
limited it left considerable destruction in 
its path. The City of Savannah was dam- 
aged $300,000. The blow began about 10 
o'clock last night and became harder and 
harder until 4:30 o’clock this morning, when 
the barometer was at it slowest point, 20.23, 
and the wind at its highest velocity, blow- 
ing seventy-six miles an hour for ten 
minutes, and at one time as high as eighty 
miles an hour, which was eight miles an 
hour faster than the August storm of 18938 
and five. miles faster than the destructive 
storm of 1896. From that time the gale 
3 and at noon today the wind was 
ht, 

Every church in the city was damaged 
more or less, but principally the First Bap- 
tist, which had a whole section of the 
northern roof taken off right over the 
$5,000 organ, which was nearly destroyed. 
The Forest City’s trees, the pride of Savan- 
nah, have been decimated, many being 
broken down and others blown up by the 
roots. Streets are impassable in every di- 
rection. 

The storm did not extend more than thir- 
ty miles inland and the principal damages 
are confined to the section of the coast. 
Fifteen or twenty naphtha launches and 
sail boats in the river are lost beyond re- 
covery, and a Norwegian bark, the Noe, 
was blown away from its ancho e — 
a 

re rescued with the exception of one 
man, who, instead of sticking to the boat, 
secured a life preserver and jumped over- 
board. He was drowned. The city tonight 
is in darkness and desolation. . 

At Tybee, the only sea island heard from, 
the tentage and clothing of Companies A 
and E, Second North Carolina Regiment, 
were blown entirely away and many of 
the men were left half naked. Abdut seven- 
ty-five of them came to the city this morn- 
ing and had to be furnished quarters, food, 
and clothing. As the season was over at 
Tybee there were few people there besides 
the soldiers. Eight or ten cottages were 
completely drenched and two clubhouses 
were blown down. The anemometer regis- 
tered eighty miles an hour there and was 
then blown away.

ANIMALS AT LINCOLN PARK TO HAVE 
A $3,000 INFIRMARY, 


Movement to This End Started by Com- 
missioners Dunton and Shields— 
Plans Likely to Be Accepted at Next 
Wednesday’s Meeting — President 
Woodworth Has Pictures of Many 
Birds and Béasts Eastern Cities 


Wish to Sell to Chicago. 


Having given popular music to the pub- 
lic in the Lincoln Park concerts, Commis- 
sioners Joseph E. Dunton and Michael 
Shields have started a movement for the 
relief of the ailing monkeys, cockatoos, and 
other captive animals and birds in the Lin- 
colin Park 200.“ The animals are to have 
@ new $3,000 hospital, where any ailment 
of the birds and beasts can be treated 
without the danger of an epidemic among 

their mates. 

The plans for the hospital, which will be 
a stone structure of a cheerful style of ar- 
chitecture, were presented to the Lincoln 
Park Commissioners at the meeting yes- 
terday, and will probably be accepted, with 
a few possible alterations, at next Wednes- 
day’s meeting. 

Ever since Commissioners Dunton and 
®hields discovered the good effect on the 
ptiblic of plantation melodies, borrowed 

from the vaudeville stage, they have been 


. 0 devising a way to relieve the sufferi of 


the sick in the Lincoln Park “ zoo,” which 
Commissioner Dunton declares are even 
more aggravated than the pains of Lincoln 
Park visitors who had to listen to Tann- 
user and Chopin. The hospital is the 
outcome of their humanitarian scheme. 

For years the animal keeper has been 

bliged to treat beasts and birds in the ani- 

Wal house. The only way of isolating them 

was to shut them: up in spare rooms and 

closets of the building. This had a de- 

ressing effect on the monkeys and parrots. 

e psychological effect of a roar from one 

pf the lions is harmful for a sick parrakeet, 

and the screech of the latter is irritating to 

the nerves of a sick lion, according to the 
keeper. 

The new animal hospital will be equipped 
with everything from an operating room 
to endowed parrot roosts. It will be lo- 
cated near the animal house, in order that 
the sick members of the zoUlogical family 
ran be transported to it easily. If the

be built at once. g 
The animal house also is to be improved. 


Commissioners Winston, Dunton, Shields, 
and Woodworth, who were present at the 
meeting, were unanimous in their view that 


tter quarters must be provided if the 
irds and animals are to be preserved. The 


entire south wall of the present building is 
to. be removed and summer and winter 
guarters for the animals connected, so that 
their occupants will not have to be carted 
About in boxes each spring and fall. The 
ntire improvement will not cost more 
$5,000, it is expected. . 

President Woodworth and Superintendent 
Andrews returned from inspecting Eastern 
zoos loaded down with photographs of ani- 
mals that Eastern cities are anxious to sell 
do Chicago.

Count Aunay and his American wife have 


so many friends in this country that the 
news of his election to membership of the. 


French Senate cannot fail to excite both 
interest and satisfaction in the United 
States, all the more as it constitutes a spe- 
cies of reparation for the gross injustice to 
which. he was subjected shortly before the 
assassination of President Carnot in being 
summarily dismissed from the diplomatic 
service. | 

He held at the time the post of French 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Copenhagen, 
where he was a particular favorite of the 
royal family. President Carnot, who was 
much interested in the negotiations which 


eventually led to the Franco-Russian alli- 


ance, but who was kept in relative ignorance 
thereof by the members of his Cabinet, wrote 
several personal letters about the matter to 


communication which: he received from the 
President. One of his secretaries—I think it 
was the son of the famous scientist, Pasteur 
—took upon himself to inform the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. Casimir- 
Perier, that the Count was carrying on a 
eorrespondence direct with the President, 
and for this offense M. d’Aunay was sum- 
marily dismissed from the diplomatic serv- 
ice, 


It must be admitted in extenuation of the 

course adopted by the Cabinet in the matter 
that one of the chief difficulties with which 
the European Ministers of Foreign Affairs 
have to contend is the tendency on the part 
of their sovereign or ruler to carry on corre- 
spondence and diplomatic negotiations over 
their heads and without their cognizance, al- 
though in all constitutional countries it is 
they who are responsible to the Legislature 
and to the nation for any failure or mistake 
that occurs. 
So serious is the trouble caused by this 
unconstitutional interference in the interna- 
tional relations by the ruler that in certain 
countries the sovereign is not even permitted 
to possess any knowledge of the Foreign 
office cipher codes. 

Indeed, it is not so long ago that the Italian 


Minister of Foreign Affairs was called to ac- 


count in the Chamber of Deputies at Rome 
for having in defiance of the law on the sub- 
ject confided a key to the code to King Hum- 
bert, who was enabled thereby to carry on 
direct correspondence with his Ambassadors 
at Berlin and Vienna, and to give them in- 
‘structions without the knowledge of the gov- 
ernment or the control of Parliament. 

The Minister in reply excused himself on 
the ground that he had confided the code to 
the King ina case of exceptional emergency, 
and that it was for the first time inovera 
quarter of a century that such an infraction 
of the statute upon the subject had been

addicted to corresponding with his envoys 
abroad over the head of his Ministers, whose 
orders were in consequence ofttimes in direct 
conflict with those of the sovereign. The 
two Emperors William of Germany, the last 
two Czars, the late King of Spain, and King 
Leopold of Belgium have all laid themselves 
open to public criticism on the same grounds, 
and in times gone by we have the French 
Kings, Louis XIV., XV., and XVI., each of 
them carrying on the same kind of intrigues,

Emperor William, owing to the publication 
by a German newspaper in the United States

are specially prepared for his use, and are 
headed with the inscription “ Telegram of 
his Majesty the German Emperor.“ Some

The telegraphic correspondence of the Em- |. 


peror may be divided into three series—viz.; 
The dispatches sent by his secretary, Baron 
von Lucanus,.or some other officer of his 
household.in his name; secondly, the dis- 
patches written by his secretary and sub- 


mitted to him for signature; and, thirdly, . 


the dispatches which are entirely written in 
his own handwriting, as was the one repub- 
lished in the United States. 

A telegraph operator accompanies him on 
all his travels, and of course there is a spe- 
cial telegraphic bureau in each one of his 
palaces.

On all German lines the Emperor's tele- 
graphic dispatches go free. This is a privi- 
lege accorded to every other sovereign of the 
confederation known as the German Empire, 
and it is likewise enjoyed by the Empress 
Frederick as the widow of a German Kaiser. 
But it is not extended to any other member 
of the reigning families of either Prussia or 
of any of the other Southern German States, 
Prince Henry of Prussia, the Kaiser’s only 
brother, for instance, being compelled to pay 
for his telegraphic dispatches just as if he 
were an ordinary citizen. :

Those of the Kaiser's dispatches which are 


sent abroad have naturally to be paid for, 
‘as the deadheading is restricted to the Ger- 


man lines. Accounts are furnished every 


month to the Baron Lucanus, the principal 
private secretary.

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REPORT OF THECHANCELLOR 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 81.—[Special.]— 
The Supreme Lodge, Knights of Pythias, to- 
day adopted the report of the Special In- 
vestigating committee. This committee was 
appointed soon after the statements printed 
here regarding the alleged waste of funds 
of the order, and bas met every day since 
then, calling in scores of witnesses. The 
committee was instructed to find who had 
given out the information to the newspapers 
that resulted in a $25,000 libel suit against 
a local newspaper by Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seals White. The report 
showed that the Supreme lodge itseif had 
given out the information, but the names of 
the offenders were not obtained. It exon- 
erated the officers responsible for expendi- 
tures on the score of waste or dishonesty. 
but criticised the business system of the 
Supreme lodge as a fraternal business 
management absolutely defenseless.” 

The Supreme lodge is charged with abus- 
ing its trust in the past by levying high trib- 
ute upon subordinate lodges and exacting 
exorbitant prices for supplies. Supreme 
Kecper of Records and Seals White is found 
to have had no financial interest in the ex-. 
penditures, and is therefore found not guilty 
of the charges made against him. 

That part of the report recommending the 
appointment of an Auditing committee to 
go over the reports for the last six years in 
wearch of possible misapplication of funds 
was taken from the committee’s report and 
turned over to the Supreme Tribunal. The 
men.who were responsi for the scandal 
during the session of a crana lodge are 
gaiisfied with the shaki up they gave the 
Supreme officers, and all voted to adopt the 
Investigating committee’s report today. 
Ine Supreme lodge has decided on a six. 
cent per capita tax to make up a deficiency 
in the fund caused by the falling off of reve- 
nue. 

The fight for the next biennial convention 
has resulted in favor of Detroit, the time 
being fixed for September, 1900.

There are 
a large number of these establishments in 
Chicago, and their proprietors, almost with- 
out exception, have redoubled the guards 
about them, hoping that the tories may 
escape being destroyed by fire. . 

Within a month there have been five fires 
in Chicago planing mills. In three cases the 
plants were destroyed, in a fourth one build- 
ing was badly burned, and in another a cost- 
ly fire was narrowly averted by the night 
watchman’s timely discovery of an incen-

SCIENTISTS AT SARATOGA SEND A 
OF APPROVAL, 

charles A. Gardiner of New York Aa- 
vocates Holding Philippines and 
an English Alliance, and Aasistant 
Secretary Vanderlip Discusses the 
Lessons of the Spanish War and Re- 
views in Detail the Work Done by 
the United States Treasury, 


Saratoga, N. V., Aug. 31.—This was the 
third day of the annual meeting of the Amer'- 
cétn Social Science association. At the morn- 
ing session, in the Department of Finance 
and Social Economy, an address was deliv- 
ered by Chairman Sanborn. 

A repprt was made by the secretary of 
the department, Joseph Lee of Brookline, 
Mass., who was followed by Thomes M. 
Osborne of Auburn in a brief address. 
Charles A. Gardiner of New York read a 
paper on the proposed Anglo-American alli- 
ance, in which he reviewed the relative posi- 
tions of Russia, England, and America in 


For 200 years.“ he said, Russia strug- 
gled to reach the open sea, and today her 
flag floats over Port Arthur. England has 
been in the Orient for a century, and Ameri- 
ca now holds the Philippines. 

„Shall it be America for Americans, 
segregation from the rest of the world, a 
policy of isolation, and internal develop- 
ment without external expansion? Or shall 
we keep the Philippines, and enter the lists 
with England and Russia for the trade and 
empire of the world? If the latter course, 
shall we encourage alliances, or shun them; 
contract offensive and defensive treaties, or 
avoid them? 

„Shall America keep the Philippines? 
This question has become fundamental to 
the consideration of an alliance. Without 
the Philippines, the prejudices and environ- 


~ 


ment of the past might control discussion, 
but with them an alliance becomes the 
most important problem of our new world 


relations. | 


Want All the Philippines. 


The nation that controls the commerce 
of the Pacific and Indian Oceans controls 
the commerce of the world. Nothirg less 
than an entire and undivided control of 
the Philippines would give us a base ade- 
quate for our needs. More powerful than 
formally articulated alliances and more en- 
during than written treaties is the bond of 
interest and sentiment that unites the two 
branches of the Anglo-Saxon race. Next 
to giving us the Philippines, the greatest 
blessing of our late war was to rediscover 
England and America to each other. 

“An alliance between England and Ameri- 
ca to adjust their controversies by means 
of enlightened arbitration has already been 
introduced into practical politics. The time 
is oppurtune for its reintroduction. It is 
not conceivable that England or America 
would contemplate with equanimity Slavic 
domination of the world; a Russian world 
language instead of our own tongue; the 
despotism of the Czar instead of personal 
liberty, cherished by our race even before 
Magna Charta.“ | |
